Th®  country 
wu  » warming  with  Indiana,  and  wn.il) 
partita  of  whit*  mra  moved  otily  Under 
great  peril.  At  on®  print  abaig  tlw*  riv.  r 
tho  command  met  i*  *tag*.  which  pre- 
rented  an  amoving  right.  On  th®  top  rat 
At®  armed  with  l<«g  gun*  and  re- 
volvara.  while  from  the  inside  peered  * 
woman  and  three  children.  The  certain 
peranaded  the  party  to  place  Iteelf  under 
hi*  protection,  a*  a  Wfficb  hud  been  at 
tacked  th®  day  before  and  the  rlriV.r 
killed  At  the  Wiaooarfa  ranch  the 
ooach  and  the  dead  body  of  the  driver 
were  brought  In.  The  lining  hurl  t^n 
cut  out  and  th®  woodwork  was  riddled 
with  ballet*.  Th®  ravage®  had  tom  oje-n 
the  mail  rack  and  distributed  the  let¬ 
ter*  over  the  plain*,  after  tearing  them 
open  a*  If  in  rearrh  of  money 
**  The  next  day  at  a  spot  called  Lit  mg 
•  Springs,  40  mile*  noi\h  of  Derfver.  a 
•  long,  lank  individual  walked  intocaxAp. 
Th®  stranger  called  for  th*  officer  in 
command  and  wu  conducted  to  Cap 
tain  PowelL 

"The  man  introduced  himself  os  a 
Methodist  minister  from  Denver,”  *uid 
Colonel  PowelL  I  asked  him  h<  w  1. 
happened  to  be  so  far  from  home.  He 
replied  by  saying  that  be  wanted  to  bor¬ 
row  a  gnu  ‘If  a  conch  Codum  through. ' 
•aid  he,  ‘1  want  U>  go  along  and  kill 
some  of  those  rwl  <icvila  that  were  after 
me  yesterday  '  1  asked  Jh*  man  to  sit 

down  and  tell  hi*  story.  Hmlid  co,  say 
intf  that  he  was  in  the  conch  whew 
drivfr  was  killed  the  day  before  1 
looked  at  him  in  astonishirnmt,  bat  ho 
*  told  his  story  in  *wh  a  straightforward 
way  that  I  believed  it,  He  explain*  d 
that  the  day  before  was  quite  warm, 
and  after  dinner  be  bad  palled  off  hi* 
coat  and  boots,  and  being  the  nuly  pas- 
seogorln  the  c**ich  had  stretched  him¬ 
self  acroM  the  seats  inside  and  gone  to 
sleep.  His  story  went  as  {•  >11* >ws 

"  I  had  not  been,  napping  very  long 
when  I  was  awakened  by  the  moat  in¬ 
fernal  yelling  I  ever  heard  in  my  life. 

I  looked  oot  the  window  and  found  that 
80  or  40  Indians  had  attacked  the  mn-h 
and  were  pouring  volley  after  volley 
into  it.  The  driver  had  turned  the 
horses,  and  we  were  making  remarkable 
speed  toward  Godfrey's  ranch  A  shot 
struck  the  driver,  and  he  fell  off  tbe 
box  dead. 

11  'Than  1  thought  my  ogly  chance  of 
safety  lay  in  reaching  the  hoot  and  get 
ting  bold  of  the  lines.  1  climbed  cat  of 
the  door,  crawled  into  the  seat  left  va¬ 
cant  and  discovered  to  my  dismay  that 
the  line*  had  fallen  bet w ten  the  horses 
and  wer®  dragging  on  the  ground.  ’  ” 

Continuing  hi*  narrative,  Colonel 
Powell  related  the  story  ag  it  came  fr*un 
the  Up*  of. the  minister.  The  Indians 
'continued  their  frightful  shoots,  and  the 
terrified  horse*  plunged  forward  tyt  a 
pace  that  threatened  to  wreck  the  ooach. 
Th®  minister  climbed  down  to  the 
tongue  of  the  coach  and  made  a  wild 
grab  for  the  linen  At  the  same  moment 
the  ooach  lunged  across  a  gully  in  the 
sand  which  had  been  formed  by  a  storm 
the  day  before.  The  minister  lost  bis 
hold  and  fell  headlong  into  the  wash¬ 
out  The  coach  passed  over  him,  and  a 
moment  later  the  pursuing  Indians 
dashed  by  on  horseback  after  the  coach 

The  minister  lay  perfectly  Kill  for 
several  minutes.  Then  he  peered  over 
the  plain  to  see  that  the  coach  had  been 
■topped  a  short  distance  away  and  was 
being  robbed.  The  miaistfflf  saw  only 
one  means  of  escape.  The  Indians 
would  certainly  return  for  his  scalp, 
and  his  only  safety  was  in  a  bold  dash 
for  the  Platte  river,  several  hundred 
yards  away.  The  river  was  wide  and 
swift,  and  he  might  succeed  in  crossing 
to  the  opposite  bank.  The  project  was 
—  »nto  execution.  In  his  stocking

attempted  to  head  him  off,  but  the 
thoroughly  aroused  minister  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  far  outclassed  the  natives  of  the 
plains  as  a  sprinter.  With  a  prayer 
upon  his  lips  be  plunged  into  the  muddy 
water  and  reached  a  small  island  in  the 
center  of  the  river. 

Looking  hack  to  the  shore,  what  was 
the  astonishment  of  the  man  to  see  two 
strangers,  apparently  white  men,  stand¬ 
ing  and  beckoning  him  to  return.  The 
Indians  had  retired,  and  the  two  new¬ 
comers  were  officers  of  Fort  Lupton, 
who  were  returning  to  the  fort  after  a 
hunting  trip  along  the  river.  The  min¬ 
ister  swam  to  share  and  was  escorted 
to  a  place  of  safety. 

•  Colonel  Powell  remained  at  Foil 
Lupton  to*  several  months  until  the  In¬ 
dians  quieted  down  and  'danger  had 
passed  away.  Then  he  hauled  down  the 
flag  and  abandoned  the  poet,  marching 
to  Denver  in  order  to  cross  the  Platte 
river,  on  his  way  to  Fort  Laramie.  At 
that  time  the  only  bridge  on  the  Platte 
river  between  the  Missouri  river  and 
the  mountains  was  at  Sixteenth  street 
in  Denver. — Denver  News.

Of  those  who  know  what  mineral 
wool  is,  or  silicate  cotton,  a*  it  i§  bOCie- 
timea  called,  probably  only  a  funaLl 
uumber  are  familiar  with  the  simple 
pioceaa  by  which  it  i*  made.  The  wool 
itself,  serving  a  variety  of  useful  pur- 
poMea,  os  a  uouconducting  covering 
agaim-t  beat  and  oold  alike,  for  steam 
pipe®  and  void  rtorage  room  walls,  a*  a 
sound  ’‘deadener”  in  floors  of  buildings 
and  as  a  means  of  fireproofing,  among 
many  other*,  is,  as  its  name  implieti,  a 
soft  and  woolly  substance,  consisting  of 
a  mas*  of  very  fine  mineral  fiber*  inter¬ 
lacing  one  juiotber  in  every  direction, 
and  thus  forming  an  endless  number  of 
miuute  air  cells. 

The  vrapl  appear*  on  the  market  in  a 
variety  of  oolora,  principally  white,  but 
often  yellow  or  gray  and  oocaMoually 
quite  dark  and  is  made  by  converting 
soorial  and  certain  rocks  whil®  in  a 
molten  Mtate  into  a  fibrous  condition  by 
a  steam  blast  directed  against  th®  liquid 
materia L  Blast  furnace  sing  forms  the 
raw  mutwial  for  ode  variety  of  th®  wool 
and  rondstoo®  for  another,  yielding  re¬ 
spectively  slag  wool  and  rock  wool,  the 
latter  being  preferable  fur  pipe  oovering 
because  of  the  absence  from  it  of  sul¬ 
phur,  which,  with  moisture  present,  be¬ 
comes  an  active  corroding  agent. 

The  furnace  slag  or  the  mck,  as  the 
case  may  be,  is  melted  in  a  large  cupo¬ 
la,  and  as  it  trickles  out  at  the  tap  hole 
in  a  somewhat  sluggish  stream  it  meets 
a  high  pressure  steam  jet  which  atom¬ 
izes  the  woolen  mineral,  if  it  may  be  so 
termed,  blowing  it  in  fleecy  clond*  into 
tho  storage  room  provided  for  it  Soft 
and  downy,  the  stuff  settles  wherever  a 
resting  place  affords  itself,  the  heavier 
and  easier  wool  coming  down  first,  while 
the  lighter  portions  art  blown  farther 
along  by  the  force  of  the  steam  and  set¬ 
tle  in  the  more  distant  parts  of  the 
room,  the  material  thus  naturally  grad¬ 
ing  itself  into  varieties  of  different 
quality. 

A  thousand  pounds  of  wool  per  hour 
are  turned  out  by  one  of  the  cupolas, 
and  after  the  storage  room  has  been 
blown  full  the  flooculent  mass  is  pushed 
into  bags,  ready  for  the  market.  The 
whole  process  affords  an  admirable  and 
interesting  illustration  of  the  utilization 
of  an  utterly  waste  product— Gassier' s

A  straight  flash  in  the  great  Ameri¬ 
can  game  of  draw  piker  is  such  a  rarity 
that  the  person  holding  it  isregurded  ns 
one  of  tbe  most  fortuuate  and  blessed  of 
mortals.  Devotees  of  that  game  will 
peruse  the  following  story  with  incredu¬ 
lity,  but  its  absolute  authenticity  can 
be  verified  by  at  leoat  ten  thoroughly 
reliable  witnesses :  A  party  of  four  play¬ 
ers  entered  a  place  Dot  a  thousand  miles 
from  Summit  one  night  not  long  ago 
and  prepared  to  enjoy  u  few  hoars  of 
recreation  at  tbeir  favorite  game.

The  first  player  to  the 
ltft  of  the  dealer  opened  the  “jack  pot,  ” 
and  each  succeeding  player  in  turn 
raised.  Tbe  limit  Iwas  1 0  cents,  and  the 
players  are  usuailly  light  bettors,  so 
that  the  raising  and  lively  chipping  in 
before  the  draw  created  considerable 
turpi ise.  When  the  dealer  prepared  to 
serve  the  cards  tot  the  draw,  each  of  the 
players  stood  “pat,”  and  the  betting 
again  started. 

When  each  of  the  players  bad  chipped 
in  $10,  it  was  decided  to  stop  the  bet¬ 
ting,  u*  that  amount  had  never  before 
been  wugcrnl  on  a  g;*me  in  tbe  place, 
and  none  of  the  players  conld  afford  to 
rink  a  greater  amount.  When  the  hands 
were  shown,  some  of  tbe  players  almost 
succumbed  to  heart  disease,  for  there 
Lay  four  straight  flushes,  one  of  each 
suit  and  all  running  from  four  to  eight 
The  pot  was  divided,  and  tbe  cards 
were  carefully  put  away  in  a  case  to  be 
preserved  as  a  reminder  of  the  greatest 
poker  hands  ever  held  in  this  section 
and  probably  in  the  United  States.— 
Summit  (N.  J. )  Record.
